of 46 to 33. This vote was reconsidered 
on March 21, by 50 fo 39. It was then 
tabled, and taken from the table last 
Saturday after Governor At Smith of 
New Tork had signed the Gulliver re- 
peal bill in that state.

The east barn con- 


tained about 60 tons of hay. a silo fill- 
er and a hayloader, all of which were 
destroyed. 
The loss is estimated at 


$6,300. The most recent inventory of 
asylum property valued the east barn 
at 55,200.

the Illinois bar association. 


Other pertinent remarks of his were

"paternalism has bccnmc the order of the, 
dajy' and "law is good sense, which is 
determined by the deliberate judgment 
of the generality of the people, and "if 
nil of our laws and municipal ordinances 
•were enforced strictly, our psople would 


Jr- 


riso up in righteous rebellion unless many 
of them were repealed." 


To illustrate the increase of laws Mr. 


Campbell compared the Illinois statutes 
of 1921 with those of 1874. 
The edi- 


tion of 1874 contained 680.000 words, 
while that of 1921 numbered more than 
2.SOO.OOO. 


One of the worst traits which we have 


developed in recent years is to regulate 
everybody and everything by law and ar- 
bitrarily to impose our own opinions on 
our fellow citizens. 
A large percentage 


of the population, or a small percentage, 
is always trying to bring about some sort 
of a "reform." 
One of our principal 


diversions is to reform our fellow citi- 
zens, or. to be more explicit, to compel 
them to live up to our own hobbies and 
theories. 


The paternalism which we "adopted 


during the war as a military expediency, 
and toward which we had been drifting 
for some years, has become a habit. AVe 
have contracted a sort of emotional de- 
pendence. 'We fear that we will be 
con- 


taminated by the practices or views of 
those we do not approve. 
"We ask the 


law to step in and shelter iis. 
"We look 


to the government to help us in busi- 
ness and industry. 
We exert the mini- 


mum'of self-reliance and of self-effort 
and ask the maximum assistance from the 
state. 
Innumerable blocs, groups and 


classes, with special interests, seek to 
have their ideas and their ends served 
by legislation. By the collusion of these 
various groups a great many laws hr*ve 
been imposed on the majority by minori- 
ties. 
That is one explanation of why 


there is so little respect for law in the 
United States today, and why law en- 
forcement, generally speaking, is exces- 
sively lax. 


Finally, we have carried governmental 


interferen-ce in private affairs to the 
point where we have all but extinguished _ 
the sovereignty of the states and have 
centralized over-much authority in the 
hands of the federal government. Many 
restrictions that are essentially police reg- 
ulations have been shifted onto the fed- 
eral authorities. 


In this concentration of power in the 


government at Washington we have dis- 
regarded certain fundamental facts, chief 
•of which is that people are best governed 
who are least governed, and that the 
nearer government is kept in the control 
of the people themselves and the nearer 
the power is lodged where it is exercised, 
that is at home, the more effective and 
more satisfactory it is. Margot Asquith 
says we are the most over-governed 
peo- 


ple on earth, and we think she is right. 
She says there is less real freedom in the 
United States than in England or other 
self-governed countries, and again we 
think she is right. 


So far as law can make it so personal 


liberty has been about wiped out in the 
United States. Such a policy inevitably 
leads to license and law violation. Simi- 
larly, state rights are near the danger 
point of abolishment. We think the ef- 
fects of this have been bad rather than 
good. 
The nearer government is made 


self-government and brought back to the 
people, the better for all concerned.

ANOTHER PROP GIVEN AWAY 


Somewhere in his autobiography Ben Franklin ad- 


vocates a method of debate which Ben Fanklm did 
not practice: that method is used by a correspondent 
who asks why one is cautioned to avoid draughts 
and undue exposure after sweating freely, why ath- 
letes put on heavy wraps after strenuous exertion, 
why baseball pitchers, cross runners, boxers and 
football players take such pains to cover themselves 
with blankets, robes or sweaters when perspirins 
after hard exercise. If so called colds are caught 
from others, -why all these precautions? 


Presumably the athletes fear they would "take 


cold" if they neglected such precautions. 


I neither recommend nor condemn the Russian 


bath, but merely mention it as an instance of the 
harmlessness of a sudden chilling of the surface 
following excessive warmth and sweating. 


But when the excessive warmth and sweating 


have been induced by exercise or ^work instead of 
artificial warmth, sudden chilling is likely to cause 
subsequent soreness or stiffness of the muscles 
which may have been overworked, because the sur- 
face chilling reflexly influences the distribution of 
blood (acting upon the nervous mechanism which 
controls the distribution of the blood): if the cir- 
culation is greatly retarded or impeded the blood 
does not carry away all the acid products of combus- 
tion. If these acid -wastes are too long retained in 
the muscles they prove irritating and induce sore- 
ness or lameness. 


If this mechanical condition alone were under- 


stood when people speak of "taking cold," it would 
be unobjectionable. But unfortunately much more 
is understood when "taking cold" is mentioned; a 
great many persons still imagine that such sudden 
chilling may cause such diseases as pneumonia, bron- 
chitis, meningitis, diphtheria, coryza, influenza and 
a dozen more. 


Here somebody may suggest that muscular fa- 


tigue lowers resistance and makes one more suscep- 
tible to the respiratory infections, but the theory 


au fatigue lowers resistance to infections of that 


class has not been borne out by scientific experi- 
ments of tests. 


The tendency toward soreness or stiffness in mus- 


cles which have been too strenously exercised or 
in muscles unaccustomed to even moderate exercise, 
may be opposed by a little judicious auto massage. 
Think of the muscle as a sponge. 
Squeeze the 


sponge and it empties itself of venous blood con- 
taining considerable waste matter (carbon dioxide 
and lactic acid combusion products). 
The sponge 


immediately refills with fresh arterial blood. Thus it 
pumps off waste matter. Let the muscle massage 
itself. 
At intervals* of three or four hours for a 


day following unaccustomed work or play or exer- 
cise, indulge in a few gentle movements of the mus- 
cles concerned and avoid the prolonged rest which 
favors retention, of the irritating wastes in the mus- 
cles. 


The idea that athletes put on extra clothing to 


avoid "taking cold" really has no bearing on the 
causation of respiratory diseases, although it is 
too often used as a prop to support the delusion of 
"catching cold."
